Labor Takes Stock 
S 


ELDOM in the forty years of its existence has the opportunity 


for statesmanship been greater than that which knocks at 


fhe doors of the convention of the Amerian Federation of Labor 
BOW in session in Denver. This arises from the very nature of 
the time. Depression and unemployment have followed hard 
upon prosperity, high wage?, and abundant work. 


The economic situation is not unlike that which appeared 


In the '70s. Then the labor movement which preceded the 
American Federation of Labor was swept out of existence, alt ho 
industrial conditions which existed prior to the civil war were 
not restored. The labor leaders now in convention at Denver 
have no clearly charted principles to guide them thru a period 
of depression. 


The unions which compose the federation were formed 


partly in protest agaist the wide excursions into untried political 
and economic fields which their predecessors had essayed. The 
present leadership has believed, and with much wisdom, in keep- 
ing "close to the ground." Its twin policies have been higher 
wages and shorter hours. Beyond that little was admitted. 


Such a program is ill-adapted to the problems of the pres- 


ent. Last year the unions had the largest membership in their 
history. Wages were at high levels. The forty-eight-hour week 
was common, and the forty-fcur-hour week was not unknown. 
Since the summer of 1020, on the other hand, the unions have 
been struggling to hold fan the gains which previously they had 
obtained. Attention has been engrossed on unemployment and 
on anti-union or "open shop" conflicts. 


A purely defensive policy, however necessary at times, 


promises little for a lonsr future. If the American Federation of 
Labor expects to retain the gains made since 1916 it mu.st begin 
to think in terms of the realities of 1921 instead of continuing 


to reiterate the expressions which were crystalized as a conse- 
quence of the experiences of the post-civil war decades. 


Th unions, for example, have, with a few exceptions, yet to 


define their attitude toward production. The building trades, 
! which are the strongest organizations, have incurred much criti- 
' cism by alleged restrictions of output. The unions justified this 


'< —when it was admtted at all—on the ground that they were 
thus combating unemployment. It was, nevertheless, a vain de- 


1 vice. It would have been much wiser to attempt to work out a 
! valid program for the prevention of unemployment. 


That Mr. Gompers recognizes the need of a better founded 


program is evidenced by his recent conferences with engineers 
who are giving thot to production and to the inter-related neces- 
sities of producers and consumers. The test of the present con- 
vention lies in these hard conditions, and not in jurisdictional 
quarrels or personal rivalries. To the extent to which the unions 
are able to bring fruitful thot to bear on the vital problem of 
satisfying the needs of the people they will have bridged the 
difficulties of the future.
